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MYLEENE'S A SMASH HIT 


Popular TV personality Myleene Klass is gracing the shores of Dover to christen a new cruise-liner. 

Ms Klass, a classically trained musician, has been chosen as 'godmother' to one of Carnival Cruise 
Line's ships and will take part in the official naming ceremony on July 10. 

The new 113,000-tonne liner, Carnival Splendor, is the biggest passenger ship to ever sail from 
Dover cruise port. Its naming ceremony will see Ms Klass smash a bottle of Nyetimber English 
sparkling wine against the hull instead of the more traditionally used champagne. 

This highlights the decision by the Miami-based cruise company to choose Britain as the location 
for the launch of Carnival Splendor. SEE FULL STORY ON PAGE 3

DOVER District Council’s planning 
committee has blasted energy giant 
Ecotricity for its “appallingly weak 
application” for a wind farm at East 
Langdon. 

It also criticised the bad conduct shown by the 
company and its lack of concern for the local 
community. 

The comments came during a meeting on 
Thursday last week at which a decision was due 
to be made on the Ecotricity plans. However, the 
company lodged an appeal, delaying the process. 

Each of the councillors on the committee voiced 
concerns and it was unanimously decided that 
had the application come before them, the devel¬ 
opment would have been refused. 

But due to the appeal by the energy firm to the 
Planning Inspectorate, the local community may 
now have to wait up to a year to find out whether 
or not the wind turbines will be built. 

The chairman of the Langdon Action Group, 
Anthony Hyde, and Pamela McIntyre, from 
Langdon Parish Council, were granted permis¬ 
sion to speak about their opposition against the 
five 120-metre-high turbines. 

As well as the detrimental impact the farm 
would have on the landscape, the speakers men¬ 
tioned issues surrounding health and safety. 

Cllr Nicholas Kenton, cabinet member for 
environment, waste and planning, said: “It would 
have been nice if Ecotricity had worked with the 
planning authority, but instead they refused to 
give us information. 

“They’ve taken the local voice out of the appli¬ 
cation and haven’t engaged with the community.” 

Cllr Andrew Richardson, vice-chairman of the 
planning committee, said: “Rather than taking

Historic day as 
crowds make 
the most of 
final festivities

WHAT could be the last- 
ever Dover Pageant went 
ahead on Sunday 100 years 
since the first one was held. 

Crowds turned up in their masses 
to watch the historical story of the 
town unfold and pageant master 
Mike McFamell was delighted with 
how it turned out. 

He said: “It went very well, the 
weather was superb and I think 
there were more people this year 
than ever before.” 

The hotelier, who is responsible for 
a number of events in the town, 
including Dover Film Festival, has 
organised the pageant since 1983 but 
is stepping down from the post. 

He said: “The deputy mayor said 
how brilliant it was this year and all 
the mayors who attended said they 
hoped it wouldn’t be the last. 

“It needs time, though - there’s no 


need for anybody to rush into a deci¬ 
sion about whether they want to take 
over. 

“It’s a big undertaking - it’s 
tremendously demanding and I feel 
drained at the end, but it’s worth it.” 

The first Dover Pageant was start¬ 
ed by Louis Napoleon Parker in 1908, 
but the next one to go ahead was not 
until 75 years later in 1983 when Mr 
McFarnell started it up again. 

This year saw all those involved 
dressed in period costumes as they 
told the story of Dover through nar¬ 
ration, drama, music and dance. 

Mayors from across Kent and East 
Sussex were led by the Kent Police 
Band from Dover Town Hall to Dover 
College’s grounds where the pageant 
took place. 

Performances telling stories 
through the ages started at King 
Arthur’s Court through the period of 
Henry VTII and up to 2008, where 43 
flags were paraded representing the 
Daughters of Dover. 

Mr McFamell said: “It was a bril¬ 
liant day. I do hope it carries on.”

our concerns seriously, Ecotricity has 
gone for an appeal on the grounds of 
non-determination. 

“We couldn’t have made the dead¬ 
line for a decision because of the lack 
of information. This is an area of 
colossal significance and if the appli¬ 
cants can’t understand that, maybe 
they should read some history.” 

A spokesman from Ecotricity said: 
“Dover District Council had ample 
time to make a decision but refused 
to. In our opinion DDC prevaricated 
because they preferred this decision 
to be made on appeal, which is an 
abdication of their responsibility.” 

The planning committee was also 
disappointed that Ecotricity refused 
to attend the meeting. 

The spokesperson from the energy 
firm said: ‘We felt a six- or seven-hour 
drive in order to speak for three min¬ 
utes on an issue that had already 
been decided was not just a waste of 
time, but pollution for no good reason. 

‘We are looking forward to this 
application receiving a fair hearing 
from a more competent body. That’s 
what appeals are for.”

M&S model to be 
Ship's Godmother at 
naming ceremony

CLASSICAL musician Myleene 
Klass is coming to Dover for the 
arrival of the biggest passenger 
ship to ever visit the port. 

The TV personality, also known for her work 
as a radio presenter, singer, and face of M&S, 
will become the ship’s ‘Godmother’ and official¬ 
ly name the superliner Carnival Splendor at 
an event at the Western Docks. 

She said: “I am very excited and a little nerv¬ 
ous at becoming a ‘Ship’s Godmother’ for the 
first time, especially when it involves a ship 
the size of the Carnival Splendor. 

“But my family is very connected with ships 
as my father served in the Merchant Navy.” 

The naming ceremony, set to take place on 
July 10, will see Ms Klass smash a bottle of 
Nyetimber English Sparkling wine against 
the hull instead of the traditionally used 
champagne. 

This is the first time ever that a ship is 
being christened with wine instead of a bottle 
of bubbly. 

But Carnival Cruise Lines, the company 
behind Carnival Splendor, chose to do this to 
highlight their decision to launch the new 
cruise ship in Britain. 


Gerry Cahill, president and chief executive 
of the Miami-based cruise company, is delight¬ 
ed the liner is coming to Dover and being 
christened by Ms Klass. 

He said: “Myleene is the perfect Godmother 
to name the Carnival Splendor, with her many 
talents complementing the many features on 
the ship, which is already attracting a broad 
passenger base. 

“The British cruise market is growing fast, 
with more than 1.3 million people taking 
cruises from the UK last year. This is why we 
have chosen Britain for our inaugural summer 
season for Carnival Splendor.” 


Dover has become the setting for a number 
of celebrity-filled cruise launches, the last 
being the MSC Poesia, which saw icon Sophia 
Loren, tenor Andrea Bocelli and a number of 
other stars grace the shores of east Kent. 

The new ship will head off on a three-day 
mini-preview cruise to Amsterdam, returning 
to Dover on July 13, before setting sail to the 
Baltic countries. 

As well as boasting a full selection of restau¬ 
rants and entertainment, the liner, which car¬ 
ries up to 4,914 passengers, offers a floating 
spa with a thalassotherapy pool, thermal suite 
and 17 treatment rooms.

“I hope our annual bike ride will help 
demonstrate how important cycling is to our 
health and minimis ing congestion and pollu¬ 
tion in our communities.” 

Jim Fitzpatrick, Road Safety Minister, 
said: “It’s great to see elected representa¬ 
tives practicing their cycling s ki lls and 
learning to cycle safely and responsibly by 
taking part in their Bikeability training. 

‘We expect 500,000 more children to join 
them by 2012 as a result of the £140million 
we have pledged as a Government to cycling. 

Phillip Damton, Chairman of Cycling 
England, said: We often look upon our par¬ 
liamentarians to set a good example to us 
and what better way than by getting on 
their bikes?” 


Housing group 
members have 
say at meeting 


Schools facing closure 
if they fail to achieve 
new GCSE benchmark 


RESIDENTS of a leading housing 
group scheme in Dover have had 
their say about the quality of serv¬ 
ices they receive. 

The discussions took place during 
the annual Southern Housing 
Group conference in Brighton. 

Granville Cosier, from Aylesham, 
and others who live within the 
housing scheme had the opportuni¬ 
ty to share their views with staff as 
well as taking part in activities. 

Representatives from the Service 
Centre and the contracts team also 
attended and listened to residents 
discuss what they think about the 
Southern Housing Group. 

Mr Cosier said: “The conference 
was very informative but the feed¬ 
back shared must be followed up 
from the top down for the exercise 
to be fully worthwhile.” 

Guy Collar, Southern Housing 
Group’s Regional Director, said: 
“Our Group’s objective is to ensure 
that our housing estates and 
schemes are places where people 
want to live. 

“Events such as this provide us 
with valuable feedback which we 
use continuously to improve our 
services and give customer satis¬ 
faction.” 

Southern Housing Group, found¬ 
ed over 100 years ago, manages 
24,000 homes for more than 66,000 
residents in the south of England. 


THREE schools in the Dover district 
could face closure if they fail to 
improve on exam results. 

Castle Community College in Deal, 
Archers Court Maths and Computing 
College and Astor College for the Arts, 
in Dover, are among 638 schools in 
the country highlighted by the 
Government as needing improvement. 

Of that number, 33 are from Kent 
and all have less than 30 per cent of 
pupils achieving five A-C GCSE 
results, including Maths and English. 

At Castle Community College, 
the percentage of those attaining 
five good GCSE results is 23 per 
cent, Astor College for the Arts 23 
per cent and Archers Court Maths 
and Computing College 16 per cent. 

Mrs E Hamilton, head teacher at 
Archers Court, said: “The problem 
here is that we are in a grammar 
school selection area. 

“If this wasn’t the case we would 
have a much more level playing 
field. In this school 41 per cent of 
pupils have special education needs. 

“But in 2007 we were the most 
improved Maths and Computing 
College in the country. We were also 
in the top 25 per cent nationally for 
the Contextual Value Added system.” 


The £400 million Government 
plan, called The National Challenge, 
will require all secondary schools in 
England to have achieved the GCSE 
benchmark within three years. 

The scheme, launched on Tuesday 
by Schools Secretary, Ed Balls, will 
offer help to those threatened with 
closure, including extra funding, 
expert advice, mentoring from head 
teachers and assistance from high- 
achieving local schools. 

There will be a 50-day period for 
local authorities to produce a rescue 
plan to improve schools in their area, 
but if they fail there is a threat of 
closures, or they could reopen as an 
Academy with another school. 

KCC cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren, families and educational 
achievement, Chris Wells, said: 
“The last set of targets to be set by 
government in this area was 
achieved by Kent schools with a 
year to spare. 

“We are expecting enormous 
progress in achieving the latest tar¬ 
gets with this summer’s results.” 

The head teachers from Castle 
Community College and Astor 
College for the Arts were unavail¬ 
able for comment.

However, because of financial difficul¬ 
ties, organisers fear that it may be the 
last and are urging people to come along 
and enjoy what could be the final dance 
at the annual Frontline Dover event.

Why TV’s Peter 
Inst loves castle

BROADCASTER Peter Snow has 
chosen Dover Castle as his fav¬ 
ourite place on an episode of a new 
series for The History Channel. 

The show, My Favourite Place, follows the 
history fan around the castle as he describes its 
history and the reasons for choosing it as his 
preferred site. 

In the programme, he refers to the landmark 
as the “mightiest fortress in Western Europe”. 

He said: “No other castle in England can 
match its extraordinary 800-year-old service. 

“Today, Dover Castle dominates the town’s 
skyline. It’s enormous, indestructible and 
immaculately preserved.” 

He looks at key events, including the 1216 
siege when Britain was under threat from 
French invasion and Operation Dynamo in 
1940 when it became a nerve centre for the 


biggest rescue operation in British history. He 
said “I’ve seen a lot of castles in my time, but 
none as stirring as this one. 

“For 800 years Dover Castle has glowered 
across the sea at any would-be invader.” 

Chris Pascall, visitor operations manager at 
Dover Castle, said: “It is fantastic that Peter 
Snow has said this is his favourite site. 

“Of course, we are always prejudiced so it’s 
nice when someone else sees what we do. 

“He is a recognised authority on historical 
events and happenings so his endorsement is 
doubly welcome. 

“When he visited us people were stopping 
him around the site and asking him questions 
and debating his latest book with him - it was 
quite amazing. 

“It was brilliant to have The History Channel 
here because it helps us reach a wider audience 
and helps to remind us all of the huge part his¬ 
tory plays in the definition of us as a nation.” 

Each of the six episodes of the series follows a 
celebrity presenter around their chosen site.

SOLO SAIL DELAYED FOR A WEEK 


A quadriplegic sailor has been forced to delay her 
record-breaking attempt because of problems 
with her boat.

But because of technical problems and for 
safety reasons the attempt has been delayed until 
Monday. 

Ms Lister, who can only move her head, uses a 
'sip and puff system to control her yacht and has 
sailed solo across the English Channel. 

Project manager Toby May said: "We always 
knew we would be pushing the boundaries of the 
technical capabilities of the Armetis 20 and its 
electric control systems. 

"Although we believe we have now sorted out 
most of the problems, due to the time this has 
taken, we have not been able to spend as much 
time on the water as we need to. 

"We have reluctantly taken the decision to defer 
the start for one."

Legend behind 
car waiting to 
be unearthed

EVERY film fan knows flying car 
Chitty Chitty Bang Bang is a 
“fine four-fendered friend” - but is 
one of the real life vehicles which 
bore the famous name lying hid¬ 
den below ground on a country 
estate, lost for more than 80 
years? 

Several cars bearing the famous name 
were constructed by Count Louis Zborowski, 
a millionaire racing driver who owned 
Higham Court, near Bridge, during the 
1920s. 

The man who started the Romney Hythe 
and Dymchurch railway, he also inspired Ian 
Fleming to write the original book on which 
the hit movie was based - as the James Bond 
author lived a few miles away in St 
Margaret’s Bay and became fascinated by 
the story when he was a guest at the house 
in later years. 

The noise the cars’ powerful engines made 
- they could be heard starting up in 
Canterbury - inspired their name, along 
with a First World War popular song about 
soldiers looking for women while on leave. 

Forty years on from the original movie a 
two disc dvd version has just been released - 
amidst fresh interest in the bizarre real life 
cars which were powered by aircraft engines 
and could reach an amazing 170 mph. 

And reports of a “missing Chitty” buried 
somewhere in the grounds of Higham Court 
continue to fascinate car enthusiasts. 

The story goes that friends of the eccentric 
Count buried it after his death at the wheel 
of a Mercedes during the Italian Grand Prix 
in Monza in 1924. 

John Richardson runs a website devoted to 
the vehicles in fact and fiction. 

He said: “There has never been a film 
quite like Chitty Chitty Bang Bang - it’s a 
classic. The flying car has been copied since - 
Harry Potter for instance - but the magic 


has never been recreated. As for the legend of 
the missing car - that’s a great story.” 

Of the vehicles created by the Count, it is 
known that Chitty I was broken up after 
being bought by the sons of Sherlock Holmes 
author Arthur Conan Doyle. 

Chitty II was sold to an American collector 
and went on show at a museum in 
Cleveland, Ohio, although it has been exhib¬ 
ited at the National Motor Museum in 
Beaulieu, Hampshire. Count Zborowski once 
drove it into the Sahara Desert before it was 
first sold to a motor dealer named Bill Hollis 
from Temple Ewell, near Dover. 

But what happened to numbers III and IV 
is less certain, with no definitive facts about 
their fate agreed upon. 

Excavation 

Previous owners of Higham Court have 
kept the story of the hidden car alive and one 
in particular spent years trying to locate it. 
At one stage the BBC’s Time Team expressed 
interest in a large scale excavation pro¬ 
gramme but nothing came of the plan. 

The property is now believed to be in the 
hands of owners from overseas and any cur¬ 
rent exploration of the grounds is unknown. 

Historian Reginald Moate from Heme Bay 
has a family stake in the whole saga and has 
followed the history of the cars closely. 

He explained: “My father, Reginald, actual¬ 
ly ordered the parts which were used to build 
Chitty I. The Count had been building racing 
cars and had a whole fleet of them. 

“But the work became too much and some 
was undertaken by a Canterbury company 
called Bligh Brothers - which my father 
worked for. 

“The previous owners of Higham Court 
were very interested in the story of the lost 
car and they asked me about it. To my mind 
it is just a rumour and to find it - if it’s there 
- would be hugely difficult. 

“The grounds of the estate are huge and 
you would have to cover every inch with a 
metal detector. It’s a nice thought that there 
is one of the cars hidden waiting to be found, 
but at the moment it is still a rumour.”

The festival, which has run for the past eight 
years, is organised by Kent Refugee Action 
Network, together with a number of local 
groups and organisations. 

The Rev Kenneth Berkin, from the network, 
said: “This really does promise to be a fantas¬ 
tic day for all the family.” 

Entrance is free, but there will be a volun¬ 
tary collection for the Chinese Earthquake 
Appeal.

Passport interviews 
'won't stop fraudsters' 

MORE than 530 people have been interviewed 
for a passport at Dover’s Passport and Identity 
office since new legislation came in. 

The interviews, introduced last October, are 
a new part of the application process, aiming 
to protect an individual’s identity. 

So far, only those applying for a passport for 
the first time need to be interviewed but cam¬ 
paign group, N02ID, believe in a few years 
this will apply to everyone. 

The group, formed in 2004, actively protests 
against Government plans for ID Cards, the 
first of which will be introduced in 2009. 

Passport interviews are being carried out as 
part of the preparation for the Identity Card 
Database, which will eventually hold every¬ 
one’s personal information. 

But the Dover-based group believes the inter¬ 
rogation process is a “waste of time” as not a 
single fraudster has been detected out of 
38,391 people interviewed so far. 

Home Secretary Jacqui Smith revealed each 
consultation will cost an average of £74, paid 
for in higher passport fees which have quadru¬ 
pled to £72 since 1997 when they were £18. 

Expensive 

Ian Taylor, Dover co-ordinator for N02ID, 
said: “These passport interviews are an expen¬ 
sive waste of everybody’s time. If both you and 
the passport officials can answer all the ques¬ 
tions, then so will a determined fraudster. 

“So far, only first-time passport applicants are 
affected. So if you already have a passport, and it 
runs out in the next few years, it’s worth renew¬ 
ing now before these interrogations apply to you.” 

Due to the introduction of the new system, 
the Identity and Passport Service are warning 
people to submit applications six weeks before 
needing them and to put off booking any trav¬ 
el until receipt. 

Mr Taylor said: “You could miss your holiday 
because of the delay of the new system.”

Q How did you come to be involved in the Eastern and 
Coastal Kent Primary Care Trust? 

I have been chief executive of the Eastern 
and Coastal Kent PCT since it formed in 
October 2006. 

PCTs assess people’s health needs, then plan 
and purchase services to meet them. This PCT 
has £1.22 billion to spend on the health needs of 
710,000 people, covering Dover, Deal, Thanet, 
Canterbury, Swale, Ashford and Shepway. 

After 25 years in a variety of posts within 
the NHS, I became chief executive of the 
Shepway PCT, one of the former PCTs which 
joined together to become the Eastern and 
Coastal Kent PCT. When I had the opportuni¬ 
ty to apply for the post of chief executive for 
this new PCT - the sixth largest in the coun¬ 
try - I grasped the challenge. It was the nat¬ 
ural thing to do. 

Having been so involved in improving health 
care for local people in the Shepway area, I 
wanted to spread the best of those ideas, and 
the best of the work of the other former PCTs 
in the area, across the whole patch. 

Q What is your favourite thing about being the chief 
executive? 

« My board, executive team and I have a real 
opportunity to improve the health and 
well-being of both communities and individ¬ 
uals in this area. 

Every day we see examples of where we 
have made a difference to someone’s life, and 
frequently receive very positive feedback. 


I have a fantastic team to work with. My col¬ 
leagues on the clinical executive team are a 
tower of strength to us in decision-making. 
Their wealth of experience working directly 
with patients on a daily basis is invaluable. 

I am a strong believer in partnership work¬ 
ing and I enjoy working with my colleagues in 
other local NHS organisations, social services 
and other bodies (such as district councils) to 
find joint solutions for improving the health of 
local people. 

I believe that we have found some effective 
ways of involving local people in making deci¬ 
sions about health and health care. Histor¬ 
ically the NHS hasn’t been very good at listen¬ 
ing to local people. 

However, I am not complacent and I know 
we still need to strive to be even better at this.

What is the hardest part of the job? 


Q What do you think are the main concerns of the people 
of Dover when it comes to health matters? 

The people of Dover want a modem health 
Iservice delivered from modem buildings and 
we are working with partners in the hospital 
tmst, local GPs, the council and other partners 
to achieve this. Wherever safe and feasible to do 
so, we are working to give Dover people access 
to services locally - transport to health facilities 
is a concern we often hear voiced. 


Q 


What can the primary care trust do to improve this? 


From talking to local people through ‘road- 
rtshows’ we know what matters to them. 

We have made significant improvements in 
things such as waiting times, and continue to 
drive improvements around quality and safety 
and improving the all-round patient experience. 

The biggest challenge now is to continue to 
drive up these standards, at the same time as 
moving the local NHS into a system that pre¬ 
dicts and prevents illness, rather than just 
treating it, and to improve the quality of life 
and life expectancy of all our residents. 


By finding a way to provide as many com- 
Lrlmonly used/routine services in Dover, as 
close to people’s homes as possible. That may 
be in a person’s usual place of residence (for 
example, home or care home) wherever that is 
practical, or it might be in their GP surgery or 
in a purpose-built centre. We need to work 
with other agencies such as the local council 
and transport companies to make it easier for 
people to visit family and fiiends in hospital if 
they do have to be admitted to an acute hospi¬ 
tal in another town in east Kent. 

Q Can you tell me a little bit about what you do in your 
spare time? 

I am lucky enough to be able to enjoy a good 
work-life balance. In my spare time I real¬ 
ly enjoy walking and swimming, and spending 
time with my family and friends. My garden is 
very important to me, although I don’t get to 
spend as much time in it as I would like to.

The passionate heart 
Dichens kept hidden

AN INVESTIGATION into the 
double life of world-renowned 
author Charles Dickens is set to 
shock fans who regard him as the 
outstanding example of Victorian 
English virtue. 

A Channel 4 drama-documentary filmed in 
Medway and Thanet is set to reveal the man 
who penned such classics as Great 
Expectations, A Christmas Carol and A Tale of 
Two Cities ripped his family apart during a 13- 
year affair with an actress. 

The programme will suggest during this time 
he fathered two illegitimate children who died 
at a young age. 

Acclaimed actor David Haig 
portrays the author, with 
Hollywood star Amy Shiels as 
his mistress Ellen Ternan - 
known as Nelly. 

The programme - filmed at 
Dickens’ Swiss chalet in 
Rochester and Margate’s 
Theatre Royal - will be screened 
at 9pm on Monday. 

It is part of a series called 
Victorian Passions which lifts 
the lid on a so-called era of 
respectability. 

A Channel 4 spokesman said: 

“The very symbol of Victorian 
virtue in public, for 13 years 
Charles Dickens conducted a 
secret love affair with an actress, possibly 
fathering two children who died in infancy. 

“Attempts to conceal the affair involved a 
frantic double life with complex financial 
arrangements, networks of safe houses and 
bonfires of private letters and papers. 

“It also entailed a series of ruthless acts 
which caused misery and irreparable rifts in 
his family. The programme revisits locations 


where Dickens conducted his 
romance in near total secrecy, 
piecing together evidence that 
testifies to the couple’s love. 
“Interviews with experts, afi¬ 
cionados and descendants of the great man 
explore the effect the affair had on Dickens and 
his legacy.” 

The programme is presented by Charles 
Dance, who recently appeared in the BBC’s 
acclaimed production of Dickens’ Bleak House. 

He takes the role of a detective questioning 
experts on how the relationship which betrayed 
his wife Catherine - from whom he eventually 


separated - affected his writing and public per¬ 
sonality. 

Key scenes are dramatised to give the viewer 
greater understanding of those involved. 

The programme was filmed on location at 
Dickens’ Swiss chalet, which is now in the 
grounds of Eastgate House, Rochester. 

It was originally in the garden of his home in 
Gad’s Hill, just outside the city, and was the 
scene of much of his writing. 

The Theatre Royal was chosen as the crew 
wanted to use locations Dickens was passion¬ 
ate about and he frequently held readings of 
his work there. 


Desk sells 
well above 
Expectation 



A CHAIR and desk believed to have 
been used by Charles Dickens when he 
wrote Great Expectations at his home 
in Gad’s Hill near Rochester have been 
sold for £433,250 at auction. 

The items were expected to sell for 
between £50,000 and £80,000 at 
Christie’s auctioneers in London. 

But competition was extremely 
intense for the items donated to raise 
funds for Great Ormond Street 
Children’s Hospital by a family relative 
of the author. 

Irish collector Tom Higgins will now 
take the historic furniture back to his 
home in County Wicklow. 

The mahogany desk bears a bronze 
plaque which carries Dickens’ name. 

Along with the walnut chair, it was 
passed down to the author’s great- 
great-grandson, Christopher Charles 
Dickens. When he died in 1999, his wife 
Jeanne-Marie donated both items to 
Great Ormond Street. 

“Dickens was a champion of the poor 
and needy and an enthusiastic patron 
of Great Ormond Street Hospital in its 
early days,” she said. 

“I felt that it was Charles’s wish and 
it is an honour for me to fulfil this wish.” 

Mr Higgins said: “I’m a big Dickens 
fan, I always have been. It’s an impor¬ 
tant piece of literary history.” 

Dickens was one of Great Ormond 
Street’s first patrons and spoke at its 
first fund-raising dinner in 1858. 

A hospital spokesman said: “Money 
raised from the sale will help rebuild 
and refurbish the hospital, buy equip¬ 
ment and fund research.”

Water company wants to flood areas of county 


PROPOSALS to flood an area of land in order 
to create a new reservoir serving homes in 
Kent will be displayed across the county by 
South East Water during the next two weeks. 

The company, which serves 1.97 million cus¬ 
tomers across the area, says new supplies are 
essential if the shortages of recent years are 
not repeated. 

A drought existed in the region served by the 
company - which covers most of Kent - from 
2005 to 2007. 


So, plans have been put forward by the com¬ 
pany to guarantee supplies until 2035. They 
call for a new reservoir to be built near 
Canterbury by 2024 and facilities for further 
reserves in Surrey to be constructed. The area 
to be developed in Kent is near to Broad Oak, 
on the Sturry Road out of Canterbury. 

Together the reservoirs will supply 77 mil¬ 
lion litres of water every day - a figure which, 
combined with other developments such as 
more exploitation of underground supplies, 


will cope with an estimated expanded popula¬ 
tion increase to 2.3 million. 

A roadshow detailing the proposals is set to 
tour the area and will be on display at the 
Abode Hotel in Canterbury on June 16. It will 
move to Park Mall Shopping Centre in 
Ashford on June 18 and Maidstone Town Hall 
on June 20. 

Proposal summaries are available at 
libraries across the county and comments 
from residents of affected areas are welcome.

“Fortunately she responded well to the 
treatment and after a worrying few weeks 
she was able to come home. 

“Thanks partly to the BHF, Cordelia has 
been blessed with a normal, happy child¬ 
hood.” 

Julie Martin, from Rochester, had a heart 
attack five years ago at the age of 34. 

She explained why the campaign is so 
important to people like her. 

“After I was released from hospital I had 
a BHF nurse to help me,” she said. 

“She took time to come and see me and to 
explain things, such as the food that was 
best for me to eat and most appropriate 
exercises. 

“After recovering from a heart attack you 
look fine on the outside but inside you are 
still healing and she helped me to cope with 
that. 

“This is why I feel this campaign and the 
work of the charity is so important.”

IS he a man or mouse, some may 
ask, or maybe just a puppet of the 
rich? 

Since he is famed as the best Chancellor this 
country has ever had, can somebody explain 
why our country is billions in debt. 

For all his worth, Gordon Brown has ripped 
off the poor in all sectors, including our daily 
bread. 

Yet at the stroke of a pen, he could stop these 
inflated prices and obnoxious EU dictates.

Trust (EKHT) agreed to open the 
Minor Injuries Unit (MIU) daily.

Director Ben's 
back baby back

BEN Affleck proves even the crash 
and burn of a high profile 
Hollywood romance can have a sil¬ 
ver lining. 

At the height of his tabloid-blazing relation¬ 
ship with Jennifer Lopez four years ago, he 
started writing a film script of Dennis 
Lehane’s novel Gone Baby Gone, a harrowing 
thriller about the search for a missing four- 
year-old girl and the people it involves. 

Initially he thought of it as a vehicle for 
Lopez, but instead it has become an acclaimed 
directing debut for the 35-year-old actor. 

In the decade since he won a Best 
Screenplay Oscar with pal Matt Damon for 
Good Will Hunting, Ben has gone from bright 
newcomer to blockbuster star to tabloid fodder. 
It has been a bruising rise and fall that would 
have sunk a less-talented actor. 

But the surprising thing about Ben Affleck, 
considering his bad choices like Gigli, is how 
articulate and bright he is. 

Multi-lingual in Spanish and French, his all- 
American good looks are matched by genuine 
depth and he’s matter-of-fact about what has 
happened to his career. 

“The first half of the media cycle was fascina¬ 
tion, the second half was rejection. But what I 
never realised is that the public don’t end up 
blaming the magazines that write every 
insane, untrue story.” 

He’s a different person from his public 
image, says Ben - who admits to being scared 
during his first day as director. Prior to Gone 
Baby Gone he’d only directed a student film. 

“I’m always described as ‘cocksure’ or ‘with a 
swagger’. That bears no resemblance to who I 
feel like inside. I feel plagued by insecurity.” 

While depicting the tragedy of 1950s televi¬ 
sion Superman George Reeves in 2006 film 
Hollywoodland went some way to rejuvenat¬ 
ing his acting career, Gone Baby Gone has 
really turned heads.

It stars Ben’s brother Casey as dogged pri¬ 
vate eye Patrick Kenzie, who refuses to give up 
on looking for the missing child. Set in the grit¬ 
ty world of working-class Boston, it’s full of 
tough miscreants and losers. 

“I felt maybe this was a way to have a sense 
of authorship about what I was doing without 
having to stick my face out there,” says Ben 
about sitting in the director’s chair. 

It’s a film that raises all sorts of issues about 
how we live and treat children, he says. “At 
first you think the girl is a victim. Then you 
see the squalor the girl lives in and your heart 
goes out to her not only where she’s been taken 
to but for where she used to live.” 

The film has echoes of the press frenzy over 
the Madeleine McCann case, but Ben cut back 
on making the media the bad guys in the film. 

“I scaled back on that because Lehane really 
hammers the media in the book. I thought I 
can’t do too much of this because, in a weird 
way, it was one of the ways my own hand 
might start to feel visible in the movie.” 

However, plans to show the film at the 
London Film Festival last October were put on

hold by Disney because of the ongoing 
McCann case. 

“We just thought it was better to err on the 
side of discretion,” says Ben. “I’m proud to be 
associated with a company that made a deci¬ 
sion I thought was respectful.” 

Ben will return to acting in the romance 
comedy He’s Just Not That Into You with 
Jennifer Aniston and Scarlett Johansson, due 
for release later this year. 

He counts himself very lucky in a business 
where many people fall by the wayside. He 
may have taken a hefty pay cut in Hollywood 
terms from his $12-million-plus-per-film hey¬ 
day, but he is still paid a lot of money doing 
what he loves. 

“I have really very little to feel sorry for 
myself about. People have legitimate hard¬ 
ships, so it’s kind of petty for me to sit around 
ruminating about little dents in what has been 
a very fortunate life so far.”

A horse by any other name

WHEN I was asked to take a 
gastronomic tour of Flanders the 
history of the suffering of the sol¬ 
diers involved in World War One 
sat uncomfortably with the 
thought of stuffing my face with 
the region’s best food and drink, 
but in many ways the region is 
an example of the very best and 
worst of human civilisation. 

Firstly, I should say the area is an ideal 
destination for someone in Kent to make a 
weekend break, although there is plenty to 
justify a longer stay. 

We travelled with Norfolkline which runs 
ferries from Dover to Dunkerque. Ypres is 
less than an hour’s drive from the port and 
makes the ideal centre from which to travel 
around the region. 

On the way to the city we stopped to sample 
one of Belgium’s most famous exports - beer. 
We began at the De Dolle Brewers (or Mad 
Brewer’s) company in Esen. 

This company was started in 1980 by two 
brothers, Chris and Jo Hotelier, and produces 
some of the region’s most distinctive bottle fer¬ 
mented beers. Gert, the brother’s 90-year-old 
mother, and our guide, swears by the beers 
medicinal properties and judging by the speed 
she climbed the stairs it was hard to disagree. 


We then travelled to Westvleteren to sample 
beer brewed by the Trappist monks at Sixtus 
Abbey; named by one US website as being the 
best in the world. 

In Ypres we stayed close to the centre at the 
Ambrosia Hotel. The town retains its mediaeval 
character including the impressive Cloth Hall 
which houses the In Flanders Fields museum. 
The lively town square provides a relaxed 
atmosphere in which to eat and drink. 

The In De Zon restaurant specialises in serv¬ 
ing some of the region’s most well-known dish¬ 


es. I chose to eat paardenvlees (horse). 

Most people in the UK may object to eat¬ 
ing My Little Pony but to be honest I have 
never got on with the things, so the oppor¬ 
tunity of eating one seemed too good to 
miss. In fact, unless I had been told it was 
equine in origin I would have assumed it 
was just a tender cut of beef. 

We spent the next day exploring the 
region’s bloody World War One history. 
Until September the In Flanders Fields 
Museum is holding an excellent exhibition 
about the many peoples and cultures 
from outside Europe which were involved 
in the war. 

The countryside is dotted with cemeteries 
with war dead from the conflict. We visited 
the largest Commonwealth cemetery Tyne 
Cot which contains the remains of more 
than 11,000 men and lists the names of 
more than 35,000 men missing in action on 
its walls. 

In the evening we observed the Last Post 
which is held at the city’s Menin Gate 
everyday at 8pm. 

We then went to dine at the Regina 
restaurant off the town square where we were 
served an excellent pigeon dish. Just to say I 
had not set out to eat unusual animals during 
my visit, that is just how it turned out. 

I wondered if the next day’s menu might con¬ 
tain weasel. In fact I was served rabbit, veal and 
chicken in a clear aspic jelly at the Gasthof De 
Kring restaurant in Poperinge. 

Flanders is a region of stark contrasts. It may 
seem it is dominated by the history of World War 
One, but it has much to offer the visitor.

It's time our value 
reviews went local 

THE latest nationwide survey of house 
prices is far less important than region¬ 
al studies, according to the National 
Association of Estate Agents. 

The group says it paints an incorrect 
picture as it just gives an average of 
trends rather than taking into account 
area variations. 

In Kent, prices have proved more 
resilient in the recent declining market 
as proximity to London and improving 
transport links have contributed to a 
better market. 

Association chief executive Peter 
Bolton said: “The national sales figures 
do not tell the whole story. 

“We know from our members that the 
picture is still very regional with some 
areas continuing to do better than oth¬ 
ers.” 

He also concluded that in terms of 
sales and viewing figures, as well as the 
decreasing gap between asking and 
final prices, the market was looking at 
becoming less fluctuating. 

The Royal Institute of Chartered 
Surveyors has also been examining the 
figures and experts concluded the prop¬ 
erty market would begin to stabilise 
when the number of transactions start¬ 
ed to increase. 

Buying isn't always 
your best option 

RENTING an upscale rural home is 
becoming increasingly popular for people 
who want to live the country life but not 
fork out masses of cash. 

Demand for country lettings is boom¬ 
ing, with impressive Loddenden Manor, 
Staplehurst, a good example of the trend. 

Set in 10 acres with eight bedrooms, 
stables, coach house and pool, it is on the 
market for £2.25 million. But for £8,000 
a week it is available to rent with inter¬ 
est and stamp duty not a factor.

The four-bedroom property with its 
own three-bed stable cottage, billiard 
room and gymnasium would be available 
for rent at £6,000 a month with Savills.

Another factor is that most country 
homes which are available for letting 
ensure that major structural repair work 
is the responsibility of the landlord.

Incentives from those with homes to sell are 
becoming more and more common as compa¬ 
nies start to realise how much stock they have 
on their hands - and no one is rushing forward 
to buy it. 

SmartNewHomes.com is a website which 
analyses properties coming on to the market. 

Managing director David Bexon said: “First¬ 
time buyers across the country are benefiting 
from a plethora of developer incentives as 
house-builders try to sell remaining stock. 
Now is a great time to drive a hard bargain.” 

These incentives can include help with

deposits, legal fees and stamp duty, subsidised 
mortgage payments, cash-back offers or fitted 
kitchens and carpets included in the sale price. 

David Wilson Homes is one company 
which has adopted a policy of assisting 
first-time buyers under a scheme called 
Head Start which has proved successful in 
recent weeks. 

Customers are offered the option of 
paying 85 per cent of the purchase price of the 
property with funding from a bank or building 
society but with no deposit needed to be paid, 
while the remaining 15 per cent is offered as 
an interest-free loan by the developer. 

The deferred amount is then paid back with¬ 
in 10 years of the purchase, or at the time of 
resale if this is earlier. 

Meanwhile, Linden Homes South East is 


offering £750 a month towards mortgage pay¬ 
ments for the first 18 months on some of its 
properties in west Kent. 

Other prospective homeowners have taken 
the decision to sit out for the time being, wait¬ 
ing for prices to fall even further, forcing the 
sellers to offer more incentives. 

Moneyfacts is a financial information service 
which has been examining that option. 

Spokesman Andrew Haggar said: “With 
current levels of uncertainty and volatility 
surrounding the mortgage industry and the 
housing market, maybe it’s worth sitting on 
the sidelines. 

“If property prices were to fall 15 per cent in 
the next 18 months - which is conservative 
compared with some estimates - then those 
itching to get their foot on the housing ladder 
could benefit from a double whammy of very 
good savings rates - which are currently at a 
seven-year high - and the falling cost of that 
elusive first property.”

MAJOR car makers have tried to 
register every possible model 
name, forcing others to come up 
with weird permutations. 

So Daihatsu offers a supermini called the 
Sirion. The name could come from Lord of 
the Rings or starstruck marketing types 
allying Sirius with Orion - both probably 
owned by Ford - in the hope of ascendance 
on the sales front. 

But there is nothing Tolkien-esque or 
celestial about the Sirion - it is a down-to- 
earth little car for the real world. 

Underpinnings from the more expensive 
Toyota Yaris are clothed by a superbly practi¬ 
cal and age-less five-door body and prices are 
competitive, from £7,495. 

The three-cylinder 1.0-litre I had driven 
previously is the economy star, if rather slug¬ 
gish and noisy. It averages around 55mpg and 
emits 118g/km of C02, qualifying for just £35 
a year road tax. 

A far better all-rounder is the four-cylinder 
1.3 (from £7,995) tested here; it is more refined 


and flexible with decent low down power, yet 
averages nearly 50mpg even if road tax jumps 
to the next band (£120/year) due to emissions 
of 137g/km. 

However, this version is claimed to have the 
world’s first self-regenerating catalyst, for a 
longer life and lower maintenance costs. 

There is also a 1.5-litre version, but I ques¬ 
tion its relevance to what the Sirion is about, 
for this is a small and economical car with big 
car abilities - a brilliant all-rounder. It might 
sound like a Noddy motor, but bulbous whee- 
larches and a rakish window line give this 
boxy car some extra presence. 

It carries five properly and split rear seats 
fold flat easily to create a van-like rear sec¬ 
tion or two other permutations. The rake of 
the rear rests can also be set to two positions 
and the car is packed with stowage bins and 
cubby holes. 

Ride quality on a relatively long wheelbase 
is good and the 1.3-litre can be driven with 
passion too; the high body rolls a little, but grip 
is rarefy compromised. 

Air-con is fitted as standard and mid-spec 
SE brings alloys and rear parking sensors.

OUR PICK FROM A KEY SECTOR 


CONVERTIBLES carsf erkent.co.uk i 

SUMMER is here at last and our thoughts turn to convertibles, even if open top cars are regarded more and more as all-year round 
purchases, partly because of the growing breed of folding hardtop or 'coupe convertible' models that offer better looks and security. 
This week's mix of used buys covers this new type but also takes a close look at the excellent Mazda MX-5 - the affordable roadster 
that has done more than any other car to make the UK one of Europe's biggest markets for convertibles - despite the weather. 



NOW into its third generation, the original MX-5 was inspired by 
classic British Triumph, MG and Lotus sports cars. Given Japanese 
reliability, it faced criticism over its lack of outright power and is more 
famous for its beautifully balanced handling. Models hold their value 
well, although an influx of 'Eunos' used imports from Japan drove down 
prices for the Lotus-lookalike Mkl and the latest Mldll offers beefier 
looks and the most creature comforts, if you can stretch the budget. 


VAUXHALL ASTRA 



VAUXHALL surprised everybody with the success of the original Astra 
convertible, followed up with the brilliant Astra TwinTop - the name 
inspired by the electronic folding metal roof. Both four-seaters look 
good with the roof up or down and the TwinTop is a particularly good 
achievement when so many of its coupe convertible rivals look ungainly 
or 'boot heavy'. As with many 'chopped' hatchback convertibles, there 
is some body flex on both models, but don't let this break a deal. 


PEUGEOT 206CC 



MERCEDES pioneered folding metal roof convertibles with the SLK 
in the 1990s, but Peugeot brought the type to the mass market with 
the big-selling and plentiful 206CC. Based on the French marque's 
206 hatchback and biggest seller, the 206CC even had two seats 
in the back, although it should never be considered anything more 
than a 2+2. While relatively affordable, there have also been 
reliability problems with the temperamental roof mechanism.

Men better at saving 
but ISAs undervalued 

MEN are putting more cash into savings 
accounts than women, according to new 
research from Yorkshire Building 
Society, which has branches in 
Canterbury and Chatham. 

The statistics show that 62 per cent of 
people have at least £1,000 in a savings 
account and that men were 50 per cent 
more likely than women to have such an 
account. 

However, the research also highlighted 
that more than a third of the people with 
more than £1,000 in savings don’t have a 
tax-free ISA - individual savings 
account. 

This means that there could be around 
15 million people in the UK paying more 
money to the taxman than they should. 

Businesses stay strong 

MANUFACTURERS and retailers in 
the South East are being warned to 
remain vigilant and protect themselves 
against the credit crunch, despite a fall 
in the overall number of firms going into 
administration. 

The Forum of Private Business, which 
has many members in the county, says 
that according to accountancy firm 
Deloitte, 282 businesses in London and 
the South East went into administration 
in the first quarter of 2008, compared to 
288 in the same period of 2007. 

Matt Goodman, the forum’s policy rep¬ 
resentative, said: "Deloitte's figures rep¬ 
resent how strong and resilient small 
businesses can be in the face of a tough 
economic climate.” 

Medway-focus of day 

A RECENT one-day symposium - enti¬ 
tled Medway Lives, Gateway Futures: 
History, Community and Place - 
brought together more than 60 academ¬ 
ics, policymakers and community group 
representatives for a series of talks and 
discussions. 

The event was staged at the 
University of Kent’s Medway campus in 
Chatham Maritime. 

Topics under review included the lega¬ 
cy of industrialisation, regeneration and 
construction work, religion in everyday 
life and traveller communities.

It's personal - firms 
at risk because they 
don't have insurance 


A STAGGERING one third 
of small enterprises in the 
South East are putting 
everything at risk - their 
business, employees and cus¬ 
tomers - by operating with¬ 
out any business insurance, 
according to new research. 

If misfortune were to strike up to 
25,500 of the region’s 725,000 small 
businesses owners could be risking 
their homes by operating without 
insurance because they have personal 
guarantees against their business. 

The nationwide survey of firms 
employing up to fifty people, carried 
out by OnePoll for Insurantz.com, 
uncovered a worrying attitude 
towards insurance. 

In the South East, more than one in 
ten respondents were unsure whether 
they were insured and 29 per cent 
admitted to having little or no idea 
what their policy covers. 

George Derbyshire, chief executive 
of the National Federation of 
Enterprise Agencies, said: “I am 
shocked by the results of this survey. 
Running a business is all about risk¬ 
taking, but we would always advocate 
a managed and informed approach to 
risk. 

“Sensible entrepreneurs discuss the 
issues with their advisers in the 
knowledge that getting this wrong can 
be disastrous in human, financial and 
legal terms.” 


A quarter of small businesses in the 
South East could also face legal action 
as they were unaware that temporary 
workers and sub-contractors must be 
covered under statutory employers’ 
liability insurance. 

Uncovered companies risk heavy 
fines of up to £2,500 a day by failing to 
provide cover. 

Last year there were more than 
105,000 employer’s liability personal 
injury claims. 

Failure to adequately insure is put 
down to the restrictive red tape which 
causes small businesses to spend 
hours filling in forms. 

A third of respondents to the survey 
said arranging business insurance 
was too time-consuming and overly 
complicated, and this has pushed it 
very low in some people’s priorities. 
THE LAW: Your employer is responsi¬ 
ble for your health and safety while 
you are at work. If you are injured as 
a result of an accident at work, or 
become ill as a result of your work, and 
if you believe your employer is respon¬ 
sible, you may seek compensation. 

To make sure that your employer 
can pay the compensation they must 
take out an insurance policy. This is an 
employers’ liability insurance. 
Employers’ liability insurance will 
provide compensation for injuries or 
illness caused on or off site. 

Any injuries or illness relating to 
motor accidents which occur as a 
result of your employment may be cov¬ 
ered separately by your employer’s 
motor insurance.
